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ABSTRACT 

This  "Report  Card,"  third  in  a  series,  monitors  the 
progress  of  each  local  school  system  in  North  Carolina  and  makes 
comparison  among  districts  possible.   Information  is  related  to  the 
outcomes  of  education  based  on  student  achievement.  One  comparison 
permitted  is  that  of  current  levels  of  performance  with  those  of 
previous  years.  Another  is  the  performance  of  each  school  system  in 
relation  to  all  others,  both  by  overall  achievement,  and  by  major 
subject  areas.  Comparisons  are  also  possible  between  a  system  and 
similar  systems.   It  is  also  possible  to  compare  performance  to 
standards  established  by  the  North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Education 
for  all  school  systems.  Information  is  outlined  in  the  following 
sections:   (1)  school  system  characteristics;    (2)  community 
characteristics;    (3)  student  performance;    (4)  achievement  by  subject 
area  and  overall  achievement;  and  (5)  a  comparison  of  actual 
performance  in    'elation  to  each  of  the  state  accreditation  standards. 
Information  on  129  districts  is  listed  in  tabular  form, 
alphabetically  by  county,  with  city  school  districts  following  their

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Introduction 


This  publication  is  the  third  issue  of  Report  Card,  The  State  of  School  Systems  in  North 
Carolina,  a  report  required  by  the  School  Improvement  and  Accountability  Act,  enacted  by  the  North 
Carolina  General  Assembly  in  1989.  It  is  one  of  several  annual  reports  published  to  examine  how  well 
North  Carolina's  public  schools  are  sending  the  children  and  youth  of  the  state.  The  purpose  of  the 
Report  Card  is  to  monitor  the  progress  of  each  local  school  system  and  how  it  compares  to  other  school 
systems  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Report  Card  presents  infomiation  that  is  related  primarily  to  the  outcomes  of  education 
based  upon  student  achievement.  It  is  intended  to  provide  policy  makers  and  operational  decision 
makers  at  the  state  and  k>cal  levels  with  informatkm  for  improving  achievement. 

Information  contained  in  the  Report  Card  permits  at  least  four  comparisons  of  student 
perfomnance  to  be  made  for  each  school  system.  One  is  a  comparison  of  cunent  levels  of  performance 
with  those  of  prevkHis  years.  Another  is  the  performance  of  each  school  system  in  relatkxk  to  all  other 
school  systems  in  the  state,  both  by  overall  achievement  and  by  nmjor  subject  areas.  Next,  a 
comparison  may  be  made  between  each  school  system  and  similar  North  Carolina  school  systems. 
And,  fourth,  is  performance  in  relatkxi  to  standards  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  all 
school  systems.  In  additfon,  for  several  measures  (e.g.,  Califomla  Achievement  Tests),  comparisons 
may  be  made  between  the  performance  of  the  school  system's  students  and  students  natk>nwkle. 

Infonnation  related  to  school  system  pertonnance  is  outlined  in  five  sectk>ns.  The  first  two 
sections.  School  System  Characteristk;s  and  Community  Characterisfics,  summarize  the  context  in 
which  the  system  operates.  Included  are  a  number  of  factors  that  research  has  shown  relate  to 
student  achievement.  Some  of  the  school  system  factors  are  used  to  calculate  an  index  of 
advantagement.  This  index  provktos  a  basis  for  each  school  system  to  compare  itself  with  school 
systems  having  similar  advantages,  demographic  features,  arui  economic  characteristics. 

The  next  two  sections  display  informatk)n  related  to  student  achievement  on  a  variety  of 
measures.  In  the  section  on  Student  Pertomiance,  test  results  are  given  for  natk>nally  normed  tests 
as  well  as  for  those  developed  specifically  for  North  Carolina.  In  addrtton,  Informatfon  is  provided  for 
other  measures,  such  as  dropout  rates  and  attendance.  This  array  of  measures  offers  the  indivkiual 
school  system  a  comprehensive  summaty  of  its  own  achievement  and '  ermits  the  system  to  compare 
its  results  with  the  state  as  a  whole. 

The  Achievement  by  Subject  Area  and  Overall  Achievement  section  summarizes  test  scores 
into  four  subject  areas  over  three  years  and  into  a  single  achieventent  score  for  all  tests  for  two  years. 
Trends  in  school  system  achievement  over  time  are  shown  in  comparison  to  the  state  as  a  whole. 
Results  are  also  presented  taking  into  account  the  school  system's  advantagement  level,  thus 
providing  a  basis  for  comparison  with  similar  systems.  In  addition  to  pointing  out  subject  areas  needing 
improvement,  the  iisplay  also  pemiits  klentffication  of  outstanding  programs  that  have  potential  for 
replk^ation  in  other  school  systems.  Overall  achievement  indk^ates  whether  the  school  system  as  a 
wfK>le  is  performing  on  par,  above  par.  or  bek>w  par  in  comparison  to  similar  systems. 

The  fifth  sectbn  presents  the  system's  actual  level  of  performance  in  relation  to  each  of  the 
state  accreditatk>n  standards. 

Finally,  there  is  a  page  entitled  NOTES  whk:h  provides  additk>nal  explanatory  informatbn 
about  the  Report  Card  and  how  \o  interpret  the  charts  and  graphs.

Throughout  the  report  -State  Average-  means  the  average  of  all  local  school  system  averages. 

School  System  Characteristics  and  Community  Characteristics 

Information  that  describes  the  school  system  and  the  students  that  attend  Its  schools  is  collected  annually 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Instructton.  ^ 

Data  collected  annually  are  used  In  calculating  school  system  advantagement  if  they  are  sufficiently  related 
to  school  achievement.  The  advantagement  index  is  shown  as  a  positive  or  negative  number.  A  school  system  with 
a  positive  index  number  is  above  the  state  advantagement  average,  while  one  with  a  negative  index  number  is  below 
the  state  advantagement  average.  The  individually  calculated  Index  of  advantagement  allows  for  a  school  system  to 
compare  itself  with  other  school  systems  having  simitar  advantagement. 

Since  per  student  finances  data  for  1992  were  not  available  at  the  time  this  report  was  prepared  1991  data 
provide  the  best  basis  for  comparing  school  system  expenditures. 

The  source  of  information  that  describes  the  community  in  which  the  school  system  is  located  is  the  1 990 
U.S.  Census;  however,  since  1990  Census  information  by  school  system  is  not  yet  available,  community  character- 
istics are  provided  only  for  school  systems  that  are  county  wide.  These  data  are  presented  for  information  only. 

Student  Performance 

Achievement  Indicators  describe  specific  levels  of  performance  on  North  Carolina  and  national  tests 
Scores  shown  indicate  the  ranl^ing  of  the  school  system  in  comparison  with  the  state  average  or  the  national 
fu  ®^?^iu'  ^  appropriate.  A  score  of  50  is  considered  average  for  both  state  and  national  tests.  National  tests  are 
the  California  Achievement  Tests  (CAT)  in  grades  3,  6,  and  8;  all  other  tests  are  state  tests.  Only  those  tests  for 
which  three  years  of  data  are  available  are  used  to  calculate  "Achievement  by  Subject  Area"  shown  in  the  next 
section.  The  participation  index  for  each  end-of-course  test  is  the  ratio  of  the  number  of  students  tested  to  the 
eighth  grade  average  daily  membership  for  the  year  in  which  most  test  takers  were  eighth  graders. 

Outcome  Indicators-Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  scores,  Vocatbnal  Education  completers,  and  Advanced 
Placement  Examinations  are  presented  for  Information  only.  These  data  are  not  used  to  calculate  school  svstem 
achievement.  '

Accreditation  Eligibility:  Seventy-five  percent  of  standards  must  be  met  at  Level  1  (incKuding  "Warning  Status")  or 
Fully  Met  in  order  for  the  school  system  to  be  eligible  for  accreditation.  For  1991-92,  this  means  that  26  standards  must 
be  met  by  systems  that  offer  Compensatory  Mathematics  and  25  standards  must  be  met  by  systems  that  do  not. 

NOTES: 

(a.)  If  performance  is  within  the  range  of  scores  shown  under  the  criterion  (above),  the  level  of  compliance  is  met  at  Level 
1 .  If  performance  meets  the  criterion  for  Level  1 ,  but  no  improvement  was  made  from  the  preceding  years,  the  level  of 
compliance  is  "Warning  Status."  If  progress  is  not  made  for  two  consecutive  years,  fhe  standard  will  be  lost. 

(b.)  For  Standard  2.4  to  be  met.  the  vocational  education  unemployment  rate  must  be  less  than  the  county  youth 
unemployment  rate  and  the  response  rate  to  Item  H  of  the  Job  Skill  Completer  Follow-Up  Survey  must  be  equal  to  or  greater 
than  75  percent. 

(c.)  Stondard  3.3  is  met  if  the  dropout  rate  is  less  than  2.4  percent,  or  if  the  number  of  dropouts  is  either  10  percent  less 
than  the  previous  year  or  10  percent  less  than  the  average  of  the  previous  two  years  or  10  percent  less  than  the  average  of  the 
Q  three  years.
